WHAT WILL: HAPPEN 


The suggested arrangement where- 
by the life of the British parliament 
is of special, interest in Canada for 
the reason that it has already been 
hinted that the political leaders. of 
the Dominion were merely waiting 
for action by the imperial govern- 
ment, before following suit here, as 
it were. 

Accoming to the suggested British 
program the period of the. war which 
is altogether uncertain, is to be eli- 
minated entirely from the parliamen- 
tary term. This means that inas-) 
much as the government had som’ 
thing more than a year and a halt 
of natural life when the war broke 
out in August, 1914, it will continue 
in power for that length of : time 
following the close of the war when- 
ever that may be. 

A special point in favor of this 
arrangement is that it will make 
possible the return of all soldiers in 
the field and their complete voting 
registration before time comes for 
an election. This fair play consider- 
ation is thoroughly British, the idea 
of holding a general election when 
so many of the regular voters of 
the ‘country are away from home 
and unable to vote easily is partic- 
ularly repugnant to the British mind 

Tf such a plan as that suggested 
for Great Britain were adopted im 
Canada it would, mean that ‘the pres- 
ent government would Temain in po- 
wer at Ottawa for .a little better 
than two years following the cfoss 
of the war. But would the Literal 
opposition ‘be willing to agree to 
such ‘a proposal? It remains to be 
seen.

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HOW TO TRAP THE MUSMRAT 


The muskrat—called by the Indian Witt WE FVER cai 
‘‘mutquash'’’—i8s the only one of the , = 
smaller fur-bearing animals that 
eats vegetable foods exclusively. For 
lures, parenips, carrots, )eets, tur- 
nips,- apples, corn—in fact, any sim- 
ilar food are good. When using de- 
coys, it ja well to remember that 
sometimes » obe. vegetable. will give 
good results, and then, again, in 
the same territory, prove a failure. 
For instance, muskrats living near 
a corn field would not ke attractcd 
by -this palit as readily as they would 
by an apple. Of all the animals the 
muskrat is the only one that seems 
to, show no signs of extermination. 
There are lundreds and hundreds of 
thousands. of pclts taken each 
Season, yet there is no diminution. 
Most of the hides are takcn in the 
fall of the year, when the animals 
are most active, although the fur 
is not at its, best until late winter 
and spring, During the colder mon- 
ths, the animals do not go about 
much, and because of the ice, do not 
use their slides. 

In the streams the musquash asu- 
ally has) its den in the banks; .n 
the ponds and lakes it builds houses 
out of sticks and mud. Howevcr, I 
have scen burrows in the banks of 
tponds and houses in shallow rivers 
and streams. ‘his, by the way, is 
an exception rather than the rule, 

The simplest methcd of taking the 
muskrat is by placing traps ut their 
slides, where the animals enter the 
water. Sets should be made where 
it is about three inches d:e), When 
this is done, the  fur-lrarcrs are 
caught by the long and. strong hind 
legs, and not by the short and weak 
front ones. Very rarely does an 
animal’ escape that has been caught 
by a hind leg, unless, of course, a 
large trap is uSed, which cuts or 
breaks the bone. On the other hand 
fur-beare:s taken ‘by thea iront legs 
frequently get away.
